In fact the undernourishment of 
millions due to the general unemploy- 
ment situation has not been se detri- 
mental to good health as the over- 
nourishment during prosperous times. 
The records of nearly every parish 
house point to fewer deaths and fun- 
erals during the year 1931 than dur- 
ing the year 1929. A certain pastor, 
whose parishioners have not been 
twenty per cent employed, and whose 
school children have had to be fed 
day after day, reports to the writer 
that he had not a single funeral dur- 
ing the first six months of 1931. 


The purpose of these reflections is 
not to press you to be more strict 
than the Church, but to take away the 
unfounded fright that a little fasting 
or abstaining would have an unfavor- 
able reaction on your health. It is 
very likely that the reaction would 
be favorable. 

But since the Indult granted to 
working men and their families takes 
practically the whole heart out of the 
fasting obligation for most people, 
it is elear that they should supply the 
omission by more faithful attendance 
at all public devotions in church, by 
attending weekday Mass several times 
a week, if not daily, by partieipating 
in the Way of the Cross both pub- 
liely and privately, by trying to be 
less wordly minded, by devoting to re- 
ligious causes the nickles and dimes 
withheld from the confectionery store, 
from the movies, from the dance hall.
